ABEWILDERED REPORTER.
The Talented Associated Press Man Is Unable
to Mak~ Head or Tall of the Thing.
To the Western Associated Press.

Cuicaco, June 16.—A more complex situation
was pever seen two days defore the mesting of
» presidential eonvention. Such developments
as bave occurred to-day ouly tend to- pile mys
tery upon mystery. The air i filled with
rumors, with bhiots of combinations, with
cbarges of treachery and suspicion of insincer-
ity, aud out of it all develops nothing taogible.
As accurate a deseription of the situation as
could be made at this hour is that about 500

delegates are tolerably certain how they
will vote, if they don't change their minds be-
fore the balloting begins. The remainder are
sll at sea. Everybedy is afraid to strike out in
sny direotion, preferring to wait and see what
other people do. There is much cooferring
among leaders, much running after and arguing
with individual delegates, but very fow
declarations im favor of any of the

various ecandidates. Decidedly the feature
of to-day has been the arrival of the Pacifie
coast delegation, shouting for Blaine. Their
enthusiasm and reception are described in other

dispaiches. The California peopls declare
Bisine is their first and only choice. They uz
they are not talking of other ecandidates, an
that Biaige will surely be nominated. If the
Pacific const Democrats bhad not gone to St
Louis with the r red bandanpas and by their
enthusiasm and constapey of their advo-
eacy of Tharmaan's nomination, suo-
corded pot only 1n ecarryiog their point
but io attracting to themeelves the attention of
the eatire country and recuring the honor of the
temporary chairmaoship of the convention for
one of their delegates, this Blaine movement
would probably not have come ont of Califormia.
But the coast Republicans pricked up their ears
at the record made by their Democratic neigh-
bors, and the thought ocame to them
to  achieve a aler success. Whereas
the Democrats had named the Vice-president,
the Rapublicana determined to nominate s Pres-
ident, Always Blaive meon, and his most en-
thusiastie admirers, they natarally turned to
Blaine as their piece de resietance. Thelr bope
was to form a nuclens of courage and enthas-
lasm about which all the Blaine men ir the
conntry would gather and form an
irresistible movement. All day the - thousnds
of on-lookers here have been evdeavoring to
ascertain what the effect has been of this pro-
jection - of an ‘additionsl Blaihe boom into the
contest To-night the general verdict is that the
effort, bold and picturesque as it was, has not
greatly affected the sitnation, A comment often
beard is that the effect of the Pacific coast boom
was discounted in advance, as it was known in
Chicago yesterday what the programme of the
Californiaos was to be. Furthermore, the coast
men bave overdone the business and have had
A nparrow escape from making it ridicalous
Such declarations as that made by their chief
spokesman, “*‘That 1t would be rank treachery
to nominate anybody but Blaine; that no other
candidate has the right to allow his name to be
presented,” ete., have been met with amiles evan
among the warmest admirers of Mr. Blaine,
Here and 'here a delegate has been affected.
The Maine peovle are naturallv pleased at this
show of loyalty to their favorite son. In Massa-
chusetts there is a little tendency to take up
Biaioe; some of the Blainemen in Pennsvivania,
who do not like to be led into the Sher-
man um¥ by Senator Qoay, are talking
Blaine; a few of the Nebraska delegates are
showing an inelination to return to their oid
idol, as are a few of the Texas men, and the
statment is made that i woald not take much
of an inducement to break the [owa delegation
from Allison to Biaine. Bus the general verdiet
is that the California effort is a fatlure, and
must be a failure. Mr. Blsine's sons sav it wonld
be nseless to nominate their father. Gen. Ciay-
ton says no true friend of Blaine’s will talk of
renominating him, that if Blasine be nomi-
nated at ‘all it must be in the naty-
ral course of events, without any juechng
to prevent & nomination, and with the conseut
of all the eandidates who have entered the cond
teat in good faith, supposing Mr. Bilaine to be
ont of the way ba his own action. Josenh
Maoley of Maine, William Walter Phelps, ex-
Senator Platt of New York, National Chairman
Jones, and others of Mr. Blaine’s close friends,
make the same statement. At this writ-

eeept and immediately retarn home and begia
the eanvass. The facta about this matter
are that the letter was written just after
the Florence letter, and not after the Paris lac-
torof Mr. Blaine, and was addressed to Elkios.

Out of all this mass of uncertainty a few ?o-
sibilities are now worth copsideration. he
leaders in New York do oot want Sherman nom-
inated.

Temporary Officers Chuosen, Except Chalrmana
—Dakota Admitted tn Bratehood.
To the Western Associated Presa.
CHicAGO, June 16.—The temporary organiza-
tion of the convention was the first thing taken
up to-night by the national commitiee. Mr.

Conger, of Qhio, moved that the committes pro-
ceed at once to the selection of echaplain, tem-
porary chairman, two secretaries, four reading
secretaries, five assistant secretaries and official
stenographer. Stephen B. Elkins, who was in
the committee for the first time, sugeested a de-
lay until Monday, particulariy as t0 the selec-
tion of temporary chairman. Mz Eikine was
laughingly asked, ““Have you aoy candidatel
Mr. Zlkine said he bad not, and only asked for
postponement to give delegations just arriving
a chanee to express their pyeferences.

A number of eommitteemen, including Law-
son, of New York, opposed any delay, on the
ground that it was Gnnecessary, nearly all the
committeemen being now present. The imme-
diate selection of a echairman seemed imminent,
whena M. D. Foley, of Nevada, intimated that
the Pacific coast delegates were among those

who desired delay. A disposition to gratify any
reasonable request from the coast men was at
once manifest. The question was put to a vote
snd was decided io their favor, 19 to 13. The
selection of the other tempurary officers of the
convention was then proceeded with.

C. New, of Indiana, unanimously selected to

Caicaco, June 16.—Uqgited States Senator

Quay, of Penusylvania, who is iooked upon as
the leader of the delegation from that State,
meta good wany of the party leaders to-day.
Quay is for Sherman, and said to-day that while
he did pot care to assume anything in advance
of the arrival of the delegates, all of whom
would be in to-morrow or Mondav, he was satis-
fied that Sherman would get most of their votes.
Hastiogs, of Pennsylvania, who has been
pitched upon to place Sherman in nomination,
is here, and had a talk with Quay., Chsirman
Cooper, of the State committes, is alsoin the
city, and has hopes that Blaine will be the
choice of the convention. Cooper says that
there will be about forty wvotes for Sher
man fo start with from Pentusyivania, and

ten votes for Gresbam. The others are either
doubtful or scatitering, some of them being
bound to vote for Blaine anyhow, He evidently
thinks that there will be a break for Blaine
eventually, and that the Pennsvivania delegates,
with a few exeeptions, will go over with the
Blaine stamupede,

Col. Wm. B. Hart, State Treasurer of Penn-
sylvania, who is very near to Senator Quay,
and one of bis most active and trusted lieuten-
ants, was more disposed to make positive state-
ments than was the Senator. Colonel Hart said:
1 do not think that there is any daoger of a
break of the Pennsylvania delagation to Bisine
at any time. There was a time when this might
have baprened, but I thiok that danger is psst.
Thaere is nothing more than a complimentary
vate meant by the proposition to vote for Mavor
Fitler, of Philadelphia, and he will get the
Philadelphia deisgates on the first ballot only.
All of the delegates-at-large will be for Sher-
man.

Senator Quav will not discuss the Fitler mat-
ter as all, and declines 10 say whether he will be
given the Penosylvania vote as a compliment
on the firss baliot or not. If such a thing should
happen, General Hastines would not be able to
give Sherman the prestige of a nomination from
Pennsylvacia.

The Californians Express a Determination to
Nominate the Plumed Knight,
To the United Press.

Cuicago, June 16.—Unless somsthing oceurs
to justify a change of base oo the part of the
Cahfornia delegation before Wednesday of next
week, all question as to the probability of the
pame of James G. Blaine being presented to the

pationa: Republican coovention on that day
may be set at rest. “They say that Blaive will

not be put in nomination,"said Crerd Haymond,
chairman of the California delegation, in bhis

. b in reply to the address of welrome from
tga Joeal BlaineClubat the Lieland this afternoon.
“California,” be continned,” is the third Suate
on the roil, and tbe first Republican State.
When California is called I, if no one else can
do 1t, will put James G. Blamne in nomination.”
To say that this extract from delegate Hay-
mond’'s address earried consternation ioto the
camps of the various favorite sons. is to pat it
milaly, All of them have besn bankiog on the
idea that it was impossible to get the name of
the Maine man before the convention.

“Wherever | go,” said one of General Alger's
most influential supporters eariy this morning. *'I
find a strong Blaine undercurrent in every boom.
If I ask our people whom they would prefer if
Alger cannot ve nominatad, they anawer Blaine,
The Sherman people, the Allison people, the
Harrison people say the same thing. All are
willing to econcentrata on Blaine.” To-night
the same same gentleman said: “If the Cali-
forniane are determined to persevere in their
progeamme, I don't see that we have any other
resodrce than to shut up shop. Blaine once
formally placed in nomination, nobody elss has
ashow.”

But the men who are recognized as the au-
thorized mouthpieces of the man from Mainado
pot take the same view of thesituation. Walker
Biaine, his son, deprecates the use of his father's
pame, and says that the Junes and Florance let-
tars were final and irrevoecable. B. F. Jones
refuses to talk, and refers wouold-be interviewers
to his statement of Thursday to the United
Press, in which hesaid that ubder no cireum-
stances could Mr. Biaine be induced to accept
the nomination. 1t is said to-night that an ef-
fort has been made to reach him on bhis
coaching tour by cable and to
elicit from him a final communication to the
permanent chairman of the convention, which
wounld justify that officiai in ruling out the nom-
ination when made by the Californians. In the
event of this effort failing it is farther said that
the Jones and Reid letters will be read to the
convention with the view of eonvineing it that
the step taken by the Californians is withont
justification and comtrary to good poliey.
Should this be done a row 1o the conven-
tion is inevitable The Californians in-
gist that they bhave a right to
nominate whom they please, acd that
Blaine has no right to refuee to respond to the
eall of his eountry. *“Suppose,” srid Mr Hav-
mond to-dav, “'that the war was yet going on;
that the rebels wera about to cross the Potomae;
that Grant was in Eanrope; to whom wounld the
eonntry taorn to find a leader for her forces? To
Grant.

R W. Thompson, ex-Seeretary of the Navy
and the oldest member of the delegation, haa
been a conspicuous ficure in Indiana politics
for more than Gfty years, and bas survived all
the noted politicians of his youager days He
entered Congress in 1841, rerving one term, and
re-entered that body in 1847. Four years later
be was s member of the State coustitutional
convention, and in 1877 was appointed a mem-
ber of Hayes's Cabinet. The mocrats called
him the “Ancient Mariner of the Wabash,” in
derision of his abilities, but the title was not a
mispomer after all, for in his younger days bhe
had beiped to float many a flat-boat down that
stream to the Ohio. Thompson is vow nearly
eighty yearsof snd will possitily be the only
man i the convention that served in the Tweonty-
seventh Congress For some vears past he has
been attending exclusively to his law practice,
but bas found time se write a book upon the
tariff. It was origioally intended that he shouid
present tbe name of Harrison,but bis health bas
recently shown asigns of faiing and he was
foreed to decline the bonor, His selection as a
delegate to the convention. like tnat of Porter,
was consummated by a suspension of the rules
that he might be chosen by acclamation, an
honor that bhe well deserved asnd one

“of which he was fully sensiblee Thouch
20 far advanced in years, the Ancient
Mariner possesser much of the vigor of his
youth and holds himself as erest as though the
weight of four score years was not upon him.
His white hair contrasts strangely wich his en
ergetic movements and vivacily 1a conversa-
tion. In oratory, be has no superior in the Indi-
ana partv, and nis admirers still refer to him as
“The Old Man Eloquent.”

James N. Huston, chairman of the Republican
State central committes and one of the dele-
gates-at large, belongs to the younger class of
Indiana politucians, and is devoung all his ener-
gies and a great deal of his princely fortuus to
the snccess of his party. He was comvarative-
ly unknown to tbe politics of the State till
hé was elected to the ehairmanship of the partz
organization two years ago, but he soon deve
oped such a rare fitness for the place tbat he
was re-rlected for the present campaign over
bis protest. His conduet of the campaigsin
1886 was successful beyond the expectations of
the most sangnine members of bis party, and
bad his wishes been carried out Harrisoo would
to-day be a member of the Senate. Huston does
everythine upon strict business prizeiples, pay-
ing promptly for all work done in the committes
and in the Siate, and vot stopping on acconnt of
cost when the expense is necessary. He was
elected 10 the State Senale four years ago, and
after his admirable campaign of 1886 was the
ascknowledeed leader of the minority in that body
There is a stroog seatimentia faver of his nom-
nation for the governsbip, and it is not improb-
able that he will enter the lists for the honor.
Indeed, he 18 koown to have the matter nader
consideration, and will bave the support of all
the friends of Harrison should he be a candi-
date Huston's ability has so commendrd him
to Harrison that the latter has practically given
bim the management of his campaign for the
presidential nomination, and during the ectire
spring Huston has been abeent in the East con-
ferring with Republicans of prominence regard-
iog Harri=on'’s caudidacy.

He was defeated by
Gen. Mablon D. Manson, The di-trict was Re-
publican, but a factional ficht arose in which
the friends of Godlove S. Orth were used of
knifing “The Fair God.” This row eBntinuned
votil Mootgomery ecounty was droprped out of
the digtrict, but by that time General Waliace
had got over the eongressional fever. Oune of
the campaign lies started during the coungres-
sional eanvass is still told down 10 Indiana. It
was said that General Wallace pushed bhis com-
mand through a forced march of twenty miles
for » barrel of whisky. The offense might have
been condoned, but—so the story runsa-~the gen-
eral and his staff swallowed tne rich old Ken-
tucky corn juice of 1850 before she men gota
nose at the bung.

General Wailaees comes of good old Indiana
fighting stock. His grandfather and Wiliiam
Henry Harrison, General Beu Harrison’s grand-
fatner. drank hard ecider together before the
elder Harrison became President. It was through
President Harrison that David Wallace, fatber
of the general, was appointed a cadet at the
United States military asademy. David Wallace
was Governor and Lieutenant governor of la-
diana back in the '40s, a member of Congress and
a judee later on. He wan an elegant talker and
a distinguished lawyer. General Waliace went
to the Mexiean war, and, being of a literary
turn picked up the Asztec traditions that he
afterward wove into *“The Fair God.” a story on
which he wrote for twenty years. It was in the
land of the extinet race of sun-worshipers that
he completed kis great work, ‘“‘Ben-Hur,” hav-
ing been made Governor of New Mexico b
Preeident Haves. While at Santa Fe the boo
was published, and the sales at once ran into
the thousands. Nearly three hundred thousand
conies have been sold, and it has been transiate~d
into s dozen languages Garfield sent him teo
Turkey as minister, and the General got another
story, on which he 1s now wofking.

General Wallare was a great soldier, a dish-
ing commander, and always had a lot of choice
spirits around bim. T. Burhanan Read, the
poet, was oo his staff a portion of the time dur-
ing the war, and many noted pewspaper mea
found the General eongenial company.

The anthor of “Ben-Hur” .s a littie short of
six feet tall, with black hair, faded in patehes,
sod a chin beard and mastache rapidly runnioe
into white streaks. But the General 1s entitled
to eray hair, for be is sixty-one years old. His
face 18 red in hue, with a eulmination of bright
colors on his nose. He wears spectarles over a
prir of dark brown eyes, is guiek in his talk and
sctions, and bends the unper balf of his body
over the hands of the carious who sesk an intro-
dacrion. In bis writing he exereds the advice of
Horare to revise ten times, and some
of his books are rewritten a score of times.
